SHAWSHEEN VALLEY 
REGIONAL/ TECHNICAL 
SCHOOL DISTRICT 


As required in the agreements 
under which the Regional School 
District operates, elections were 
held in early April to elect officers 
for 1966, All incumbent officers 
were re-elected, Richard Keane, 
Wilmington, Chairman; John Gla- 
vin, Billerica, Vice Chairman; and 
Wallace Haigh, Burlington, Secre- 
tary+Treasurer, 

The committee welcomed the 
first three members to be elected 
by thelr towns to serve for three 
years on the comittee. James 
Cipoletta was elected from Burl- 
ington, Joseph Rogers from Bed- 
ford, and Everett McCue from 
Billerica, Mr. McCue is a mem- 
ber new to the Regional District 
School Committee, but no stranger 
since he served faithfully on the 
original planning committee. 

A number of banking institutions 
were considered for selection as 
the District’s Fiscal Agent, The 
field was narrowed to five banks, 
who's representatives were invited 
to appear before the committee. 
The New England Merchants’ Na- 
tional Bank was selected, Working 
with the committee and the bank 
serving as Fiscal Agent will be the 
Bond Counsel firm of Ropes & Gray 
ey will also serve as Legal Coun 
sel. 

Nine architectural firms were 
interviewed and the firm of Kors- 
lund, LeNormand & Quann, Inc, 
was selected as the architect for 


an economic evaluation’, 

One translation of the above 
paragraph could read: “If Monte 
Green succeeds with his proposal 
to erect a stadium in North Wil- 
mington the MBTA will probably 
buy the so-called Portland Branch 
tracks of the B&M RR, running 
through Reading and Wilmington,

In another part of the report the 
MBTA said: ‘Depending on the final 
analysis of the use of the proposed 
Route 128 station, it may be de- 
sireable to develop a similar sta~ 
tion at Interstate Route 93, in Wil- 
mington at an early date, Rail 
diesel car shuttle service would be 
extended from Reading to service 
this station.’ 

The site of the proposed station 
was not definitely 'ocated, but a 
nearby map showed the rail ser- 
vice ending at about Route 93 and 
Lowell Street. 

‘And, still further on, there was 
another reference which sald: Con- 
version of the Reading line to rail 


the proposed school. Korslund, Le 
Normand & Quann Inc has designed 
and built more Regional Vocational 
Schools in Massachusetts than any 
other architect, They were highly 
recommended by all committee 
members from other regions that 
the committee was able to contact, 

The search for a Director-Sup- 
erintendent for the School is well 
advanced with applications on hand 
from sixteen qualified applicants, 
Written examinations and personal 
interviews with qualified appli- 
cants are planned for the near fu- 
ture. The committee feels strong- 
ly that the Director represents an 
important voice in the architectu- 
ral plans for the school and is 
anxious to have the director avail- 
able as soon as possible, 

A number of possible school 
sites are being considered and it 
is planned to work closely with the 
architect for the final selection, 

All meetings of the Shawsheen 
Valley Regional Vocational/Tech- 
nical School District are open to 
the public.

My husband and. I were very 
close friends of his, We spent a 
great deal of time with him. In 
fact, he had stayed at our house 
many week- ends, 

I would like to publicly state 
that it is appalling that after the 
death of a well liked young man 
any human being could publish 
such unjust, untrue statements, 

A short time ago, Joe, ‘The Jet’ 
Jackson was killed while driving 

adragster, There was an article 
on this published in Drag News, 
They stated that a complete in- 
vestigation had been made and 
there were no mechanical defects, 
yet a young man had died. There 
was no write-up saying that he 
‘just drove too fast’, there was no 
article on who would or would not 
ride with him, There was an arti- 
cle of deep sympathy for the death 
of a friend of many. 

Danny’s car at the time of the ac- 
cident had three flat tires, No one 
knows why he lost control yet 
there were those three flat tires, 
The skid marks were not on the high 
point of the curve, they were fur- 
ther down almost at the end of the 
curve. 

Another point I'd like to stress 
is the statement ‘he has owned four 
cars, each more powerful than its 
predecessor’, Danny owned a six 
cylinder Chevrolet after owning his 
Plymouth, He also owned a Chevro- 
let Impala, At nineteen years of 
age, he owned a 1965 Chevrolet, 
I don’t know of many, if any, boys 
who could say they owned a car, a 
1965 car, outright, 

Danny was ahard worker. He was 
also a generous person, He never 
bragged about his cars or their 
capability, 

My husband and I attend the drag 
races in Maine, We have quite a 
few friends who drag race and they 
are respected, not criticized for 
their accomplishments, We were 
with Danny many times, and Iwould 
like to know when ‘he just had to 
go alone’, 

My husband and [are not the only 
People upset over the insinuations

The Town Crier was not writing 
an eulogy. It was reporting a tragic

The only correction the Town 
Crier has to make in the story is 
in the item about those who would 
ride with the boy. Obviously there 
were friends who did, but as long 
ago as the summer of 1965 there 
were boys in Wilmington who would 
not, and they said so, 

To imply that three flat tires 
were the cause of the accident Isto 
imply that he was driving with un- 
safe tires, This the Town Crier 
hopes is untrue, 

The Town Crier measured the 
marks by the side of the road, 
before the car struck the pole, 
and reported them accurately. It 
also measured the’ distance the 
boy was thrown, after his car hit 
the pole, and that distance was re- 
ported accurately, It would take a 
considerable force to throw a body 
that far, from which one might im- 
ply that there was a considerable 
speed ~ but rio one knows. 

There have been those who have 
told the Town Crier, since the re- 
port of the accident, that it Is a 
good thing that a newspaper should 
so report, and that possibly other 
boys might have their lives saved, 
as a result, The Town Crier hopes 
this is true,

Snow’s Library Report 


Sam Snow of Lexington, Planner 
for the Wilmington Planning Board, 
sat down in the Town Hall last 
Thursday evening, and gave a‘pre- 
Mminary report on his preliminary 
report’ about a site for the new 
public library. The report was 
oral, being made from notes, 

Present were Lloyd Bender, the 
chairman of the Board of Select- 
men; Atty John M Callan, chair- 
man of the Permanent Building 
Committee; Bruce MacDonald, the 
chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee; A, Daniel Gillis, chairman of 
the Planning Board, and Mrs Larz 
Neilson, secretary of the Board of 
Trustees of the Public Librafy, 
and substituting for Chairman Kel- 
mon, 

Bender was the first to speak, 
He told the group that they had 
been called together because it was 
his feeling that the various boards 
concerned in the building of a new 
public brary should work together 
‘and air their opinions before they 
got to the Town Meeting. The 
boards, he said, ‘shouldsit in from 
the beginning’ - ‘ I feel that part of 
the lack of progress in the past was 
the lack of using all the brains 
available,’ 


The Report 

Mr Snow told the group that he 
had attempted to evaluate many 
sites in town, and that he would 


just report on some of them, His 
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studies, he said, were not only for 
a library building site, but for its 
relationship to other buildings, and 
thinking ahead for the next five or 
ten years, 

In his studies he had met with 
the chairman and secretary of the 
Board of Public Library Trustees, 
the Superintendent of Public Build- 
ings, and the Superintendent of 
Public Schools, He had also gone 
through the Planning Board re- 
cords, 

‘Then he had looked at the library 
plan that had been evolved by the 
PBC, and he had made a scale plan 
of the outside dimensions, overall, 
so that he could determine how it 
would fit on the various sites he 
was to study, by superimposing it 
on town plans, 

He was working on the assump- 
tion that the town would have only 
one library, and that the town 
would develop into a town of 30,000 
people, He was using a ground 
floor plan of 15,000 square feet, 
a building of 120 by 125 feet, 

He felt that the minimum paved 
area, for the grounds outside the 
library, should be 12,000 square 
feet, and there should be a two- 
way driveway. 

The brary should be built in 
such a manner as toconform tothe 
zoning by laws of the town, and to 
allow proper set-back in the front, 
rear, and side yards, 

He had read reports of the Am- 
erican Library Association’s re- 
commendations for Libraries, to 
find their criteria for the location 
of lbraries. Basically the ALA, 
he said, recommended that (1) A 
library should be located at that 
point where it would be of the 
greatest usefullness, at the least 
cost, to the community, and (2) 
where it would have the greatest 
accessability to the most number 
of potential users, 

This means, he said, that it 
should be in an area of stores, 
or banks, or such facilities, not 
forgetting a post office, and that 
there should be public parking. 

The site should be prominent. 
There should be a street level 
entrance, It should be large enough 


to allow for future expansion, 
There should be ample parking, and 
a modest amount of planting, There 
should be uniform soil conditions, 
for the foundations of the building. 

Most consultants, he said, were 
unanimous in their opinion that a 
library should not be located inthe 
geographical center of the town, 
but rather in the center of popula- 
tion, They also feel that a library. 
in a park-like area is psychologi- 
cally out of position.

Chairman Lloyd Bender report- 
ed briefly, Monday night, on the

Bender told the Board that the 
preliminary report of Snow would 
be available on Thursday of this 
week, 

He also told the board that he 
and the Town Manager had dis~ 
cussed possibilities with the owner 
of the ‘sixth’ site, without any

Hundred Acre Meadow 

The Reading Board of Public 
Works, visiting at 8:30, appealed 
to the Wilmington Selectmen for 
the. purchase of some ‘tax title’ 
land, east of Route 93, in the 
Hundred Acre Meadow, The land 
is adjacent to the Reading Well 
Field, 

Reading Department of Public 
Works Superintendent Phil Welch 
acted as spokesman, andexplained 
that Reading needed the property 
only as a buffer strip for their 
wellfield, and had no desire to 
either dig wells or build on the 
property, The buffer strip would 
be in accordance with the latest 
Tegulations set up by the state

INFORMATION ON THE TOWN DUMP 


The Wilmington Town Dump is located in the 
southerly part of the town, off Main Street, and ad- 
jacent to the Woburn City line, 


The land is owned by Mr Clarence Spinazola, 
who is also the contractor, 


The Wilmington Board of Health is the con- 
tracting agency for the town, and supervises the 
operation of the dump, 


The contractor is allowed to burn once weekly, 
waste from industry which is conducive to fast burning. 
Garbage is not allowed at the dump, and therefore 
should not be mixed in with the rubbish, The contract 
also excludes boulders, trees, and wrecked buildings, 
These, however, Will be accepted ona private contract 
basis with the owner, 


Dumping out of town rubbish, or waste, is strictly 


The dump is open Tuesdays through Sundays from 
9:00 AM to 4:00 PM, but is closedon Mondays, and on 


Trucks or vehicles used for transporting rubbish 
should be tight, and securely covered with a canvas 
or other suitable cover to prevent the scattering of 
rubbish about the streets, or on private premises, 


The town does not collect rubbish, 
responsibility of the homeowner to make provisions 
for the collection, 


Rubbish may not be used for fill, without the 
prior approval of the Board of Health.

Site Studies 

1. The existing site, on Middle- 
sex Avenue, It is town owned, con- 
venient to the Swain and Buzzell 
schools, and to the ‘High School. 
There is 6.5 acres in the land of 
the threeschools there (including 
the Center School) and the public 
library. The soil conditions are 
good for foundations, 

The disadvantage was that it 
would drastically reduce analrea- 
dy insufficient play area for the 
schools, 

Instead, he said, the Swain School 
should be completely renovated in 
its interior, and he noted that the

The frontr 
age was only 179,44 feet, and the 
Massachusetts Baptist Convention 
had picked up one third ofthe area. 
He thought that the maps of the 
Assessors ‘might be in error’. 

He noted that the Town Meeting 
of last October 25th had confirmed 
the action of the 1962 town meeting 
when it had been voted to buy the 
old church, but, that this time the 
description was given of only 
42,938 square feet ~ just a little 
over an acre, which was 3/4 of an 
acre less thanhad been talked about 

‘It isn’t big enough any more, I 
recommend that the land should 
be acquired by the town, and that 
then theeRoman House should be 
moved onto this site.’ 

‘If the Mbrary were built there’ 
he said, ‘there would be minimal 
parking - just room for the staff 
and a few readers,’ 


Walker School Site 

Snow referred to anold proposal 
to put the Police Station, the Town 
Hall and the Public Library on 
Adelaide Road, The proposal was 
planned for the time when the Wal~ 
ker School was to be torn down, 
sometime in the future. 

Pointing at the location of the 
Walker School, Snow said that -if 
the library, were to be put there 
the town hall ‘Would have to be 
squeezed in’, Instead of putting 
the Mbrary on the Walker School 
site he recommended that It be the 
site for the Town Hall. . 

Then, he said, the Library could 
be put across the street, in the 
corner of Rotary Park. 

‘A Prime Site’ he called it. 
‘Some disadvantages - a little dis- 
tance from the center, but not so 
far from the Postoffice - probably 
the best site available in town’. 

He related that he had done some 
digging, with a shovel, to see the 
soil beneath, and had found a ‘lot 
of muck, ‘But I think you could get 
a good foundation.’ 

‘The esthetics of the area would 
be excellent’ 


Size of Building 

‘Incidently’ he said ‘I have read 
your Finance Committee reports.’ 
He did not agree with the recom- 
mendation for a smaller library, 

“Lexington has a Mbrary of 25 
thousand square feet, and a popu~- 
lation of 30,000, which you are ex- 
pected to have - and that library 
is not big enough’. 

In addition, he said, Lexington 
has a branch library, about three 
times larger than Wilmington’s 
present library.

Speaking of the library plans for 
Wilmington ‘It does not seem to 
me that this was overplanned,’ 

‘Use half of it (the new building) 
for a while for some other muni- 
cipal funtion, Building costs are 
going up all the time - I saw this 
criticism,’ _ 

Middlesex Bank Site 

Mr Snow reported walking on 
Olson Road - a street which has 
been accepted by the town - but 
never finished, and said that he 
had turned his ankle, while doing 
this, on a walk from Church Street 
to the parking lot of the Middlesex 
County National Bank, 

Bender at this point told Snow 
that the bank had just confirmed 
that it would give the town up to 2 
acres of the land it owned, fora 
library, in consideration of the 
completion of Olson Road. 

Snow referred to the plan that had 
been made for a road to cross the 
general area, from Church Street 
to Middlesex Avenue, in the Urban 
Renewal plans of nearly a dec: 
ago. The plan for the road, he oA 
was ‘no good’. e 

He then showed a sketch he had 
drawn, for continuing Olson Road 
to Middlesex Avenue, going by the 
old house in back of Weinbergs’ 
«just to see’. 

Locating the library on the Mid- 
dlesex County Bank land, he said, 
on the north side of such a road, 
would give some real problems to 
the town, 

‘I suppose this is a good site, 
overlooking the pond’ -- ‘but the 
area should really be used for a 
building that would be paying taxes 
to the town’ - ‘ it would be better 
as a business property - a design 
should be worked out’, 

For a Mbrary ‘There are ad- 
vantages, and disadvantages, and I 
think the disadvantages outweigh 
the advantages’, 

Snow said he had examined ano- 
ther piece of land, privately owned, 

He was asked ff it could be, at 
his ‘prime site’ the Rotary Park, 
if the future Town Hall could be 
on the Rotary Park side, and the 
Library could be on the Walker 
School side ‘of Adelaide Street. 

This was alright with Mr Snow 
‘But you have to recognize the fact 
that the Library is going to bea 
Community Center’. 

He then spoke ofhis impressions 
of the present building - ‘I walked 
into the ibrary - and it shook me! 
So much combustible matertal|’ 

Snow had also discussed with the 
New England Telephone Company 
the possibility of using the oldtel- 
ephone building, which, he noted, 
was assessed at $30,500, 

‘But if you did use it, you would 
need parking. Maybe you could 
buy the old building next door, and 
tear it down’, .
